WASHINGTONVILLE * - 
Breaking a 25-year silence, 
the 
Washingtonville 
School 
bell rang Saturday morning 
as 100 persons gathered to 
watch its removal. 
Preparations began at 9 
a.m. when workers moved a 
crane into position. It took 90 
minutes to adjust the crane 
before the cupola could be 
rigged up for removal. 
Once 
the 
eight 
p illa r s 
supporting the cupola were 
tied 
to prevent 
spreading. 
Councilman 
Dick 
Kruegel, 
co-chairman of the “ House 
the B ell” com m ittee, used a 
chain saw to cut through the 
pillars. 
The sound of the saw drew 
a crowd of neighbors who 
knew the bell was about to be 
moved. 
The cupola was lowered to 
a truck, and then the bell was 
sou nd ed 
b efore 
b ein g 
removed. 
Graduates of the historic 
school reminisced while they 
watched the removal of the 
bell that m any of them had 
raced years ago. One group 
rem em bered a kindly janitor 
who,

tardv bell in the morning, 
would step out to the street to 
see if any straggling students 
were on their way to school. 
The cupola and the 900-

The bore hole w as being 
drilled in an attempt to reach 
Scientist Await 
ERTS Pictures 


LOMPOC, Calif. (AP) 
Their long-awaited satellite 
tucked in a perfect orbit over 
the North and South poles, 
scientists are checking out 
sy stem s aboard the ERTS 
spacecraft in preparation for 
receiving first pictures of the 
earth Tuesday. 


The S176 million spacecraft 
w as launched Sunday from 
Vandenberg Air Force Base 
here to begin a year of global 
environmental 
m easu rem ­ 
ents that scientists hope will 
usher in a new era of using 
space technology to monitor 
earth’s natural resources. 
ERTS, which is short for 
Earth Resources Technology 
Satellite, thundered aloft atop 
a white Delta launch rocket 
that flawlessly boosted the 
1.900-pound 
spacecraft 
500 
miles above the South Pole 
and into a circular orbit 
“ Everything looks fine 
ir. 
fact it looks excellen t,’ said 
Dr. John Clark, director of 
the National Aeronautics and 
S p a c e 
A d m i n i s t r a t i o n s 
Goddard Spaceflight Center 
at Greenbelt. Md. The center 
will control ERTS during the 
year in which the 10-foot-long 
satellite will circle the earth 
every 103 minutes. 


Equipped with three tele­ 
vision ca m era s and a special 
radiation-sensing device, the 
spacecraft 
will 
photograph 
the entire globe 
every 
18 
days. 


Scientists hope to use the 
pictures to monitor natural 
r e so u r c e s such as cro p s, 
forests, schools of fish, water 
supplies and grasslands. 
They believe the pictures, 
taken 
through 
filters 
that 
m easure radiation reflected 
from the planet, can help in 
m a p p in g , 
sp o ttin g 
e a r ­ 
thquake fault system s and 
lo c a tin g 
m in era l 
and 
oil 
deposits. 


“This is probably the most 
important launch of an un­ 
manned satellite NASA has 
ever m ad e,” Clark said. 


“ This mission has more po­ 
tential to bring direct benefits 
to the average man than per­ 
haps anything w e ’ve done so 


far in the unmanned space 
program .’’

the United States is killing 
and crippling more people 
than polio did in 1954, its peak 
epidemic year. 
Three Texas physicians 
make this assertion in calling 
for a national drive to reduce 
burns “ similar to that which 
was 
required 
to control 
poliomyelitis.” 
“ It is evident that burn pre­ 
vention should be of high 
■priority in our society.” they 
wrote in an editorial in the 
July 24 issue of the Journal of 
the 
American 
Medical 
Association. 
The physicians are Drs Ar- 
mond S. Goldman. Duane L. 
Larson and Sally Abston, all 
of the University of Texas 
medical branch in Galveston. 
The doctors said a single 
government agency should 
spearhead a coordinated 
program to seek to reduce 
burn injuries and deaths. 
The suggested steps 
in 
elude.* better design and 
regulation of open spac<* 
heaters, 
hot water heaters 
and kitchen stoves. education 
programs through the mass 
media, 
and 
government 
action to 
require manu­ 
facture .of 
flame-retardant 
clothing. 
“ T he incidence of burn in 
juries in the United States ex 
reeds thiit 
of 
every 
in 
ifustricili/ed country, and 
deaths unci crippling due to 
burns 
in 
this 
country 
currently are considerably 
greater than the mortality 
ami 
morbidity 
due 
to 
poliomyelitis 
in 
the

National Safety Council 
statistics 
show 
that 
6,700 
persons died in tires and ol 


burn injuries in 1970, and 
250.000 suffered disabling 
injuries. By contrast, in 1954. 
about

tracted polio and 1.-500 died 
of it. 
The physicians note that a 
person burned over 50 per 
cent of his body requires 
intensive hospital care for 
¿ibout four months, at a cost 
of about $36,000. Half ot the 
patients so severely burned 
cue. they added. 
The doctors studied 368 
children 
treated

Shriners Burns Institute in 
Galveston between 1966 and 
1970. 
Ninety per cent of these 
suffered burns jf home or in 
the home neighborhood, they 
reported.

Instant File Recall 


It may come as a shock to learn the United 
States State Department has updated itselt so 
it can respond instantaneously 
in minutes 
or seconds 
to requests for information from 
top officials of the far-flung bureaucracy. The 
department has a stodgy reputation, well 
deserved in the past, but conditions have 
changed. 
Sec. of State Rogers has incorporated a 
sJO.ooo computerized data retrieval system 
which can flash on a screen any of the 28.000 
documents annually flowing in and out of tin* 
offices of the secretary and his top aides. The 
key to the system is a 4 by 6-inch microfilm 
card which contains up to 60 pages of written 
text which can be reproduced by photo 
process on demand. 
^ Thus it is possible to monitor an entire file 
of correspondence by the push ot a button, 
select items of interest and have them 
reproduced on paper in minutes. The system 
is programmed for security and can only be 
operated b\ first punching a code word, which 
is changed daily. The keyboard is locked at 
night to prevent unauthorized use.

This is revealed in a new 
Census Bureau study which 
shows that more of us than 
ever before have 
incomes 
above $10,000 a year while a 
shrinking 
percentage 
of 
Am ericans are living 
in 
poverty. 
For the tirst time in history 
more than half of all US. 
fam ilies 
had 
incomes 
in 
excess of $10,000 last year. 
The median family income 
during 
1971 was $10,290, 
meaning half ot the families 
earned more than this and 
half earned less 
The median family income 
fQT 1970 was $9,870. Despite 
last year's income increase, 
most families were not much 
better off because inflation 
ate up the extra money they 
earned. 
At the top of the scale, the 
Census study showed that 2 8 
m illion of the total 53.8 
m illion U S. fam ilies had 
incomes of $25,000 or more 
last year. 
At the bottom of the scale, 
the report showed that only 12 
percent 
of 
all 
Americans 
lived at the poverty level last 
year, compared to 22 percent 
at the poverty level in 1959. 
In absolute numbers, the 
Census study 
listed 25.0 
m illion persons living at 
poverty levels last year. Of 
that total. 17.8 million were 
white and 7.8 million were 
bjack 
The Federal government 
defines the poverty thresh- 
hold for a family of four as 
$4,137 annually.

percent hike in doctor and 
hospital bills which took 
place during the year before 
price curbs were imposed by 
the Nixon Administration.

Then, too, Kissinger is a 
thinker, not an operations 
man. “ Henry doesn’t know­ 
how to carry things out and 
he won’t let others in on the 
operations,”

operational bugs. The side 
effects can break vou. It’s a 


one-man show and one-man 
shows are dangerous.” 
Witness the bitter, un­ 
necessary side effects of two 
recent 
Kissinger 
in ­ 
volvements: 
The China trip as carried 
out resulted in a near disaster 
in Japan. It undercut our 
closest friends in that island 
country, threatened a serious 
loosening of Tokyo’s close 
ties with the United States. 


TH E TRA G ED Y IS THAT 
it need not have been. The 
Japanese government did not 
object to an opening in China. 
Tokyo, 
in fact, wanted 
a 
China approach, and had held 
off only at the insistence of 
the Univeted States. 
The problem lay in the way 
Kissinger carried 
out 
the 
plan. We did not take the 
Japanese into our confidence. 
The need for this close 
collaboration with our allies 
in advance of action has been 
recognized 
publicly 
and 
privately by Kissinger in the 
strongest 
terms. 
But 
in 
practice he slipped up. A 
cross-fire 
of 
spirited 
argument before the action 
would certainly have resulted 
in shifts in technique which 
could 
have 
prevented 
the 
shock to Japan. 
The 
Kissinger-inspired 
behind-the-scenes 
negotia­ 
tions to prevent the India- 
Pakistan war tvps a brilliant 
approach. But it misfired, as 
is quite evident now, because 
of the way the plan was 
carried out. Some sharp 
preaction discussions might 
have changed the picture. 
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"O h , I'm sorry— I'm a McGovern volunteer working to 


get young voters registered!"

Kleindienst v. Mandel, when 
it voted 6-3 to prevent a 
Belgian Communist scholar 
from speaking at American 
University. Finally, the Court 
erred on that same day in the 
Branzburg,

Caldwell cases, by ruling 5-4 
that newsmen cannot protect 
their confidential sources- 
from grand jury inquisition. 
These were setbacks. But 
in Tatum, the majority ap­ 
peared to be impressed by 
evidence that

surveillance had been greatly 
reduced since the case first 
arose. The Mandel decision 
was an aberration; its impact 
is small. The blow in the 
newsmen s 
cases 
was 
cushioned by a concurring 
opinion irom Justice Powell, 
who plainly had gone along 
with reluctance. This par­ 
ticular fight will continue.

to one side. First Amendment 
freedoms survived pretty 
well. The Court upheld the 
right of the Amish sect to

College was told it could not 
deny recognition to a chapter 
of

lecturer on birth control, was 
held void. There were other 
such cases. 
When 
the 
Court 
ruled 
against an 
asserted 
First 
Amendment 
right, 
it 
generally acted responsibly. 
Thus it refused in Colten v. 
Kentucky 
to 
unhold 
a 
frivolous “ right” of a college 
student to harass the police. 
It refused to let anti - war 
pickets 
distribute 
their 
leaflets within the enclosed 
malls of a shopping center. It 
upheld 
a 
Rockford, 
1 1 1 ., 
ordinance prohibiting the 
disruption of public schools. 
There was 
nothing wrong 
with these decisions. 
The “ insensitivity,” in my 
own view, emerged on the 
other side. Gooding v. Wilson, 
on March 23. involved a black 
defendant who had cursed a 
police officer: “ White son of a 
bitch. I ’ll kill you,” and “ you 
son of a bitch, if you ever put 
your hands on me again. I ’ll 
cut you all to pieces.” The 
defendant’s conviction was 
reversed. 5-2. on the grounds 
that 
the 
Georgia 
abusive 
language law was vague and 
overbroad. 


ON JU N E 26 , this time by 
a 5-4 vote, with the Nixon 
a p p o i n t e e s 
s t r o n g l y 
dissenting, a majority e x ­ 
tended the bizarre Gooding 
decision in cases from New 
Je rse y, 
Indiana 
and 
Oklahoma. In each case, the 
defendant had been convicted 
for the public use of un­ 
printable obscenities. Under 
the old doctrine, exempting 
“ fighting words” from First 
Amendment protection, 
all 
three convictions should have 
been sustained. They were 
reversed instead. 
In sum, a mixed bag; but 
also in sum. more good than 
ill Those of us who live by the 
F irs t, Amendment need not 
view 
the 
term 
with 
unrestrained joy, but we 
ought not to view it with vast 
alarm.

“ The guy called up and said 
lie wanted me to throw the 
gafne. 
Simpson recalled 
Sunday. “ He said that if I 
came through he’d make sure 
two $1.000 bills were under 
my door after the game.” 
The Cincinnati 
pitcher 
reported 
tin* 
call 
im ­ 
mediately to Reds Manager 
Sparky Anderson and the FBI 
and local police were later 
notified 
“ Simpson is to be con­ 
gratulated for reporting it 
immediately," said CS.Atty. 
Richard L. Thornburgh 
“ If it was a real bribe at­ 
tempt it just gives an idea of 
what’s involved in the sheer 
dollar volume of 
illegal 
syndicated gambling. 
“ If someone has a wav of 


assuring the outcome of an 
event, 
it 
increases 
the 
amount of the illegal gam­ 
bling take by staggering 
amounts.” 
Simpson, who has a 6-3 
record, said he spent about 10 
minutes talking to FBI agents 
before 
Saturday 
night’s 
game 
“ I just told them I thought 
the guy was about 25-30 years 
old. that he had a firm, strong 
voice and that he spoke with 
an accent,” said Simpson. 
The young pitcher added 
that the caller asked him to 
“ make 
sure 
that 
Bob 
Robertson 
(Pirate 
third 
baseman»is the hero when he 
gets up in the sixth inning.” 


“ I told the guy that there 
was a good chance Robertson 
wouldn’t even get to bat in the 
sixth inning,” Simpson said. 
When the sixth inning came 
that 
night, 
however, 
Robertson did bat and he hit a 
long 
drive 
that 
almost 
reached the wall in left Reds 
outfielder Pete Rose threw 
him out when he tried for two 
bases. 
“ Wouldn’t you know it ... ” 
said 
Simpson. 
“ It 
almost 
went out of the ballpark.” 
Simpson said he felt mixed 
emotions 
when

first 
received the call. 
“ I figured it was just a 
crank call at first,” he said.
